gy WAS THE FRIEND OF THE FRENCH 
PROCURESS IN PARIS. 


Statement of the Prosecuting Witness— 
Placed Under Bond to Answer the 
Grave Charge—Bismarck States His 
Position—German Hatred in Alsace- 
Lorraine—The Hurlburt Scandal. 


Loxpox, April 18.—Capt.Edmund H. Verney, 
the Liberal member of Parliament, against 
whom a warrant was issued on a charge of 
having procured a girl for immoral purposes, 
was arrested to-day. At the time the charge 
was made against Capt. Verney he was trav- 
elingonthe continent. When he reached 
Italy he heard that the English Court had 
issued a Warrant for his arrest and he tele- 
graphed to Mr. Matthews, the Home Secre- 
tary, stating that he would return as soon as 
possible to meet the accusation made against 
him. He immediately started upon his re- 
turn and reached London this morning. He 
was taken into custody as soon as his pres- 
ence in the city was known to 
the police. Capt. Verney was taken 
to the 3B3o Street Police Court 
where he was arraigned and formally charged 
with attempting to procure Nellie Beckett, a 
governess, for immoral purposes. The pris- 
oner looked pale and careworn, and his ap- 

arance was so changed that it was almost 
impossible for his frtendsto recognize him. 
Miss Beckett was present in the court-room, 
and detailed at length the tactics that had 
been adopted to inveigle her into wrong- 
doing. She stated that she was seeking a po- 
sition to instruct children and that she 
watched the advertisements in the papers of 
people who wanted the services of a govern- 
ess. She finally saw one which 
offered a position she thought would 
suit her and she answered it. She 
received a reply with instructions to call at a 
certain house. She went to the place and 
saw the woman who had inserted the adver- 
tisement. After several interviews with this 
woman who wanted herto goto Paris, Miss 
Beckett finally consented to go to that city as 
agoverness. When she reached Paris she 
was introduced to a man who went under the 
name of Wilson. 

Atthis point Capt. Verney was requested to 
stand up, and Miss Beckett formally identi- 
fied him as the man who had been introduced 
to her as Mr. Wilson. 

Miss Beckett then described tn detail the 
attempts that this man had made to induce 
her to cohabit with him. 

Miss Beckett further said that when she re- 
fused to accede to Capt. Verney’s solicitations 
the woman who had prevailed upon her to go 
to Paris, and whoturned out to be a pro- 
curess named Mme. Floreat, who had accom- 
panied her to Paris, gave herthe sum of $10 
and {pn addition her fare back from Paris to 
Londo Miss Beckett then returned to Lon- 
con, and shortly after her arrival in this city 
she informed a doctor with whom she was 
acquainted of all the circumstances in the 
case. Miss Beckett afterwards at the in- 
ftance of her friends entered into a cofrre- 
spondence with Mme. Floreat and was event- 
ually able to bring about her arrest and con- 
viction on the charge of procuring for im- 
moral purposes. After hearing some further 
testimony the hearing of the case against 
(apt. Verney was adjourned until Friday 
next. Capt. Verney’s ball was fixed at $5,000 
with two sureties in that amount and the 
further bond of $2,500 to be furnished by him 
self. The ball was furnished and the Captain 
leftthe court n company with his connsel 
and a number of his friends.

RERLIN, April i8.—The hatred of Germany 
still prevaient in Alsace-Lorraine, is Ulus- 
trated if the announcement that the authori- 
ties have instituted proceedings in Lorraine 
Against several hundred young men who 
have falled to report for military duty.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


LABOR TROUBLES IX QUEENSLAND. 

MELBOURNE, April 18.—Notwithstanding the 
defeat of the strikers in the recent labor 
struggle, another struggle is imminent in 
Queensiand. The Union of Sheep Shearers 
insist that the shearing shall be done by 
union men only, and the constabulary have 
been sent to the scenes of trouble to keep the 
peace. Thereis no difficulty about wages, 
which average 18 shillings a day. Non-union 
shearers have been fired upon, but the union- 
iste have not yet dared waron the police or 
military. Large quantities of arms and ammu- 
nition have been seized by the authorities un- 
under circumstances that left no doubt that 
they were intended for distribution among 
the unions. 


PLEURO-PNEUMONIA.

Ruins of the City of Isabella to Be Ex- 
hibited at Chicago. 


THE FIRST CIVILIZED SETTLEMENT OF 
THE NEW WORLD. 


Letter Received by the Secretary of the 
Navy-—Blaine’s Political Plans—Har- 
rison and Huston—Minister Douglas to 
Be Recalled—Money for the Missouri— 
Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18.—W. E. Our 
tis, Chief of the Bureau of American Repub- 
lies, to-day presented a letter to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy requesting him to detalla 
vessel of the navy to transfer from Santo Do- 
mingo to Jackson Park, Chicago, a portion of 
the ruins of the city of Isabella, the first civ- 
ilized settlement in the New World, founded 
by Columbus in 1493. Gentlemen who have 
visited the place as recently as 1878 and 1883, 
the letter says, report that the ruins are in a 
very good condition, although overgrown 
with vegetation, and presenta most pictur- 
esque appearance. 

They deem it perfectly practicable to re- 
move them, and if it is possible to transfer to 
the Exposition grounds at Chicago the re- 
mains of the first city of America, it will fur- 
nish one of the most interesting and appro- 
priate features of the fair. The ruins are 
situated at Cape Isabella; about twenty miles 
off Puero Plata, and immediately upon a bay 
in which there is said to be plenty of water 
and good anchorage. 

The Exposition authorities, the letter 
says, ‘‘will be glad to pay the expenses of 
the removal of the ruins, and have 
the honor to request through me that 
you will be good enough to direct one 
of the naval vessels now in that vicinity to 
visit the place and make a survey for the pur 
pose of ascertaining the condition of the 
ruins; whether their removal is practicable, 
the best and most economical method of ac- 
complishing it, and whether there is any 
person at Puerto Plata to whom the work 
may be intrusted.’’ 

The letter also requests.the Secretary to 
direct that sketches, photographs and meas- 
urements be taken for the information of the 
management. 
Admiral Gherardi, who is now in Hayti, to 
comply with the request. 


CAPITAL TOPICS. 


MINISTER DOUGLASS TO BE RECALLED— 
BLAINE’S INTENTIONS—HUSTON'’S WOES. 

WasninoTon, D. C., April 18.—It is the gen- 
eral belief here that Fred Douglass will soon 
be recalled from Hayti because he does not 
favor the plans of Mr. Blaine, for the ad- 
ministration, of bulldozing the Haytien Re- 
public into giving the United States a coaling 
station. The evolution squadron of the navy 
has been ordered to Hayti, and for no other 
purpose, it is said, than to impress Hayti 
with the great importance of the United 
States.

MONEY FOR THE MISSOURI. 

A representative of the Kansas City Trans- 
portation Co. was here yesterday pleading 
for more money forthe Missouri River. The 
Mississippi River Commission have allowed 
them only $100,000, which the Kansas City 
people claim is a mere drop in the bucket, 
and say that unless $300,000 is allowed at once 
to start the work it will be a failure. 


HARRISON AND HUSTON. 

President Harrison’s friends are indignant 
at the stories which have lately become pub- 
lic concerning alleged ingratitude he showed 
to ex-Treasurer J. N. Huston. The latter, 
they claim, is exaggerating himself. and say 
that he got a good deal more than he de- 
served;that ifthere was any ingratitude it 
was on Huston’s part, surely. 


THE FIFTH NATIONAL. 

State Treasurer Lon V. Stephens, receiver 
of the defunct Fifth National Bank. is at this 
place winding up the affairs of that institu- 
tion. Comptroller Lacey has authorized him 
to commence suit against the directors, as 
they can be held Mable fora bad loan which 
had been approved by them in their capacity 
as bank officials. Supreme Justice Miller in 
his last decision held that such can be done.

He says that with 
United States District Attorney Jolly of 
Louisville he succeeded in finding four men 
who saidthat the firm of Wm. Snead & Oo., 
through its agent, Mr. Bonny of Glasgow, 
Scotiand, had paid their way, not only from 
Scotiand to New York, but also to Louisville, 
The agent says the case is a clear violation of 
the law. The District Attorney expects to 
prosecute the offending firm.

TWO BROTHERS HANGED. 


The Dunawos Executed at Tahlequah, I. 
T., Yoouverday. 

TAHLEQUAH, I. T., April 18.—George and 
Frederick Dunawos, two full blood Chero- 
kees, were hanged here yesterday for the 
murder of Wash Lee on Sept. 27, 1890. 

The men executed were young Chero- 
kees, full-bloods, whose mother tongue 
was the Cherokee, but who spoke English in- 
differently. The former was 24 years of age 
and unmarried;the latter 23 years old and 
had a wife, a handsome young white woman, 
the daughter of non-citizen parents, who, 
like many others, had drifted into the Nation 
under the permit laws. 

Wash Lee was a Cherokee, nearly, if not 
quite, afull blood, a man of large frame, 
brawny muscle, proud, brave and defiant. 
He hada wife and two daughters; one was 
single and living with her parents, the other 
was married toa gentleman by the name of 
Tickaneeskee and was a Bear resident in the 
neighborhood. , 

A short time prior tothe 25th day of Sep- 
tember, 1890, a little scandal unfortunately 
arose inthe neighborhood—nothing serious, 
only a little embarrassing—which affected 
Mrs. Tickageeskee. Her parentsand family 
shared her resentment. 

On the th day of September, 1990, Fred 
Dunawos and his wife came over to Mr. Gra- 
ham’s house on a visit, as they were accus- 
tomed to do, but found the mother, Mrs. 
Drew Chambers, absent from home. She 
had gone just a few moments before ithe 
arrival of her daughter and son-in-law 
over to Mr. Lee’s to make à cal, 
Word was immediately sent over to Mr. Lee’s 
to notify Mrs. Chambers. She rose to take 
her leave. Atthe sametime Mrs. Lee arose 
and said, ‘‘Ges, now we will go over and set- 
tle that matter.’’ Mrs. Chambers under- 
stood the import of these wordsand remon- 
stated against her going on such an errand. 
But all of noavail. Mrs. Lee and daughter, 
under the influence of excitement, led the 
way, and in passing fell in with Mr. Lee, noti- 
fied him of the opportunity and urged him to 
unite with them in improving it. He ap- 
proved the suggestion and joined the move- 
ment, and in a few moments all were at the 
threshold of the Chambers house. But with- 
out halting Mrs. Chambers entered the door, 
assaulted Mrs. Dunawos, taking her down on 
the floor by the hair of the head and adminis- 
tering a beating full feree enough to be satis- 
factory. Inthe meantime Lee had entered 
the same door with a piece of board in his 
nand. He deait a blow at Fred Dunawos; the 
latter parried, receiving the blow upon his 
arm. Leethen dropped the board, and, seiz- 
ing the surprised Dunawos by the throat, pro- 
ceeded to chastise him. Dunawos was ejected 
and warned by Lee thatifhe came back he 
would be killed. 

Saturday, the 27th, about 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon, Fred and George Dunawos re- 
turned and were again ordered away by Lee, 
who happened to be there. Lee struck 
George, who drew his pistol and fired. Fred 
also opened fire. Lee made the best de- 
fense he could, butina few minutes he fell 
dead, pierced by five bullets.

POISON AT A FEAST. 


| — . — 
The Coffee Drugged at a Louisville, Ky., 
Wedding Dinner. 


ONE GUEST DEAD AND OTHERS NOT EX- 
PECTED TO RECOVER. 


The Bride and Groom in a Critical Condi- 
tion—Motive for the Crime Unknown— 
Statement of Physicians—A Orime Ex- 
posed—Funeral Procession Stopped by 
the Coroner—Other Crimes. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 18.—From the effects 
of poison taken in some mysterious manner 
at the Snooks-Herr wedding at the residence 
of Mr. Albert Herr at Lindon Wednesday 
evening, Mr. B. Frank Guthrie, one of the 
wealthiest and best known residents of 
Louisville, died this morning at his residence, 
928 Third street, near York. Mrs. Guthrie 
and her sister, Mrs. Robert Gray, are down 
as victims of the same poison. 

Dr. J. W. Irwin and Dr. Turner Anderson, 
who are attending several of the patients, 
are confident that all are suffering from ar- 
senical poisoning, and they believe that the 
drug was putin the coffee at the wedding 
dinner for the purpose of killing some one. 
Every symptom of the sufferérs in- 
dicate arsenic, and if the physicians 
are correct in their diagnosis 
a most diabolical crime has been committed. 
By whom such an act could have been com- 
mitted has not even been conjectured. That 
such a thing could have been an accident is 
impossible, as there was no arsenic about the 
place. 

The condition of Mr. J. N. Sutciiffe’s daugh- 
terand Miss Susie Herr is alarming. Their 
bowels and stomach are very much inflamed. 
The Rev. T. T. Martin, who performed the 
ceremony, is in a very critical condition. Of 
the eight guests who are at Mr. Herr’s Spouse 
All are very III.

CRIME EXPOSED. 


A FUNERAL PROCESSION INTERCEPTED BY THE 
NEW YORK CORONER. 

NEW Tonk, April 18.—The funeral proces- 
sion of Mrs. Catharine C. Deringer of this 
city had reached the Thirty-fourth street 
ferry yesterday afternoon and was about to 
cross the East Riveron its way to Calvary 
Cemetery, when it was stopped by Deputy 
Coroner Jenkins. The hearse was turned 
about and headed toward the Morgue in East 
Twenty-sixth street, the mourners following 
behind. Deputy Coroner Jenkins here took 
possession of the body and held an autopsy. 
Evicence was found that the woman’s death 
had been a violent one. The Deputy Coroner 
first found black and blue marks above the 
righteye. There was further evidence of the 
dead woman having received a second blow 
in the right side of the head, and it was dis- 
covered that the front upper teeth had been 
knocked out. The upper lip was badly cut. 
The brain was examined and an enormous 
clot of blood was discovered on the left side. 
There had been a cerebral hemorrhage, which 
had caused the patient's death, and the 
Deputy Coroner believed that it had deen 
caused by the rupture of a vessel from some 
biow or fall. The Deputy Coroner said that 
the cause of death would be investigated by 
a Coroner’s jury. He would order the police 
to arrest the husband, Philip Deringer, at 
once. In the meantime the husband and 
friends had all left the Morgue, 

Deringer, who is 37 years old and a butcher, 
lived with his wife at No. 211 West Thirty-first 
street. On Wednesday morning the Coro- 
ner’s office was informed of the wife’s sudden 
death. Deputy Coroner Conway viewed the 
body, then in a darkened room. The hus- 
band told bim that his wife had long been 
troubled with some complaint, and Dr. Con- 
way, seeing nothing to arouse his suspicions, 
gave a certificate of death, giving heart 
trouble as the cause of death. 

The woman’s relations, fearing that all was 
not right, called upon Capt. Cross and told 
him a story that immediately sent him to the 
Coroner’s office with a request that the fu- 
neral be stopped. Deputy Coroner Conway 
was sick, and ata late hour word reached 
Deputy Coroner Jenkins that he was wanted 
to intercept the funeral and hold an autopsy 
on the woman’s body. The funeral had left 
the house when the deputy arrived, and then 
there began a race to try, if possible, 
to stop the funeral before it left for 
the cemetery. The dead n Oman s 
family and neighbors tell a story 
which will probably place the husband in an 
unpleasant position. Thomas Finnan, the 
wife’s father, lives with a large family on 
West Thirty-second street. Last Tuesday 
night, they say, Lena, the 5-year-old daugh- 
ter of the dead woman, came aroundto their 
home and asked for some tea and a piece of 
bread. Shetold them that her mother had 
no teeth to eat with as her father had knocked 
her down, striking her in the mouth and 
throwing her on the bed. Mrs. Bertha Dalzer, 
who lives in a flat opposite the one occupied 
by the Deringers, says that the husband eame 
home sober Tuesday night. Soon she heard 
the family having trouble and finally heard a 
fall. Oh, Philip,’’ she heard the wife ex- 
claim, ‘‘lam dying.“ To this, she says, the 
husband replied: ‘‘Die! die! I want you to 
die. 

Mrs. Ruh also lives in the same flat and she 
confirmed Mrs. Dalzer’s story. She had heard 
the wife exciaim: ‘‘Oh, my God, I am mur- 
dered! Oh, Lena, Lena 

The case will be thorougly investigated.

Two of Page McPherson’s Friends Cause 
a New Rumor. 


THEY SEEMED TO HAVE FOUND IMPORT- 
ANT SECRET BUSINESS. 


Lil Gd. MoNair Absent for Two Days, and 
Ed Stettinius Invisible fora While— 
The Former Réported to Be Sick at the 
University Olub—Page McoPherson’s 
„Double.“ 


A pecultar condition of affairs is now ex- 
isting among the friends of Page McPherson, 
the missing stock broker of Third street. 
Nearly every one of his intimates and all of 
his society associates and young men ac- 
quaintances havé finally accepted the theory 
that heisalive in or near St. Louls and that 
there are at least one or two people who 
know just where he 18. Follow 
ing out that theory, each one is 
suspecting the other of harboring a know 
edge of Page McPherson’s whereabouts, and 
is at the same time defending himself from 
charges based upon a similar suspicion. The 
University Club, where the disappearance of 
Page McPherson forms the nightly topic of 
discussion to the utter exclusion of every- 
thing else, has, it is said, developed into a 
very hot-bed of apparent plot and counter- 
plot to locate the friend or friends cognizant 
of the inside facts of the case. It is believed 
that the first authentic in forma 
tion preceding or leading up to 
the reappearance of Page McPherson 
will, in consequence, come from the sacred 
precincts of the University Club, and will 
also reveal the fact that some of its members 
were in the secret of McPherson's hiding 
place since the day when he left his brother’s 
residence in the morning and failed to show 
up at his own office after telephoning his 
partner that he would be there at noon. 

A RUMOR NAMING TWO FRIENDS. 

To-daya startling rumor, based upon the 
state of things reported from the University 
Club, was current upon the streets. It wag 
said that the whereabouts of Page McPher- 
son were known to two of his closest, 
possibly his two most intimate friends, and 
that the two were respectively Mr. Lil G. 
McNair, the well-known local financier and 
former partner of McPherson’s, and Mr. Ed 
R. Stettinius, one of the party who first re- 
ported McPherson's disappearance to the po- 
lice. It was stated that both of these gen- 
tlemen had heard from the missing man 
since his disappearance; that at his solicita- 
tion they had scen him within the past three 
daps and that at the proper time they would 
arrange for his appearance in St. Louis. 

Considerable color was lent to the story by 
the fact that for two days past Mr. IA) McNair 
has been absent from his own office, and that 
yesterday afternoon Mr. Ed Stettinius also 
Abandoned business about 40’clock and did 
not show up at the usual hour this morning, 
it being alincst noon when he finally appeared 
on Third street and the Merchants’ Exchange. 
With the story current on the streets and 
both of these gentlemen invisible it 
gained credence quite readily and gave 
rise to an additional rumor that the 
final preparations were being made by them 
for the return of Page McPherson, and that 
by to-night or to-morrow morning the miss- 
ing young stock broker and society man will 
be restored tothe bosom of his friends and 
the University Club, and the ‘‘mystery of 
Page McPherson’’ will come to an end. 

BTRANGE LACK OF DEVELOPMENTS. 

While this story was afloat, and before 
Stettinius put in his appearance, there Mas a 
total lack of developments reported from the 
legitimate sources of McPherson informa 
tion. Mr. C. M. Switzer, the missing man’s 
partner,wasseen by a PoOsT-DIsPpaTtcu re 
porter and said: 

„We have nothing whatever new in the 
case to report. A telegram has been received 
from McPherson’s sister in Calitfornia-—since 
sufficient time has elapsed to have allowed 
him to reach her home—stating that Page 
had not come there; there have been no 
clews brought to light here, and lam at sea 
in the whole matter. As to these stories 
that Page has friends who know of his where- 
abouts, I belleve If such were the 
case they would have told me privately of 
their knowledge. All 1 know isthat he is stilb 
missing, and that there is not a trace left bo- 
hind him as to what he bas done with him- 
self. \ 

At police headquarters Chief of Detecthyes 
Desmond also reported nothing new in the 
cuse. Detective Lawler is at work on it still, 
but finds a singular lack of developmentfas 
time passes on, andthe mystery necessapfily 
deepens. With morethan a week now past 
since Page McPherson disappeared, there has 
not been one definite clew ootalned as to hig 
probable whereabouts. 

STETTINIUS HAS HIS SUSPICIONS. 

When Mr. Ea Stettinius at last came down 
town this morning he was at once seen by a 
Post-Disratcu reporter and asked concern- 
ing his alleged knowledge of Page McPher- 
son’s whereabouts.

nestiy. ‘‘I have heard this story, but it 
arises simply from the fact that all of his 
friends are suspecting one another of hiding 
him.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18.—Secretary 
Foster was asked to-day about the proposed 
changes which itis sald are contemplated in 
the present system of transportation through 
the territory of the United States of 
goods shipped over Canadian roads 
under consular seals. The secretary replied 
that there had been a great deal 
of talk about making changes that would be 
onerous to the Canadian roads and that 
would give the American roads advantages 
over the Canadian lines. The department, 
Secretary Foster said, did not propose to do 
anything ofthe kind, It did not want to in- 
jure the business of the Canadian 
roads. The single principle which the 
department wanted to have established 
in the matter was the protection of the 
American revenue. The department would 
treat these goods precisely as though they 
were entered at New York or any other 
American port destined for an inland custom- 
house. The department proposed to make as 
few exactions and to interfere with traffic 
just as little as possible, to be consistent with 
the purposes stated.

Interest in the East St. Louis school élec- 
tion to-day is considerably greater than in 


| ordinary contests ot a like nature. The vot- 


ing began as!soen as the polls opened and 
continued active during the fore „ Poli- 
ticlans claim that little less than a two-thirds 
vote will be polled. Probably the total vote 
will be between 1,600 and 1,80. The total 
registered vote of the city is3,500. A Presi- 
dent and two members, or Directors of the 
Board of Education, are to be 
elected. Both the administration and anti- 
administration factions have full tickets in 
the field. For president the administration 
candidate is Gustav Lehman, Who is seeking 
re-election. On the same ticket the Ccandi- 
dates for directors are Forbes, Davidson and 
John J, Snowball. John P. Enright for pres- 
ident and John Garvey and William H. Grupe 
for members Of the board are the chndidates 
on the anti-administration ticket. There is 
one independent candidate for director, John 
Robinson, a colored man. In the First Dis- 
trict (Illinois City) Henry Voss is a candidate 
for director. Henry Sackman is a candidate 
for re-election in the Third District (the 
island.) One director is to be elected in each 
of these districts and the candidates named 
have no opposition. The central portion of 
the city composes the Second District.

LABOR NEWS. 


ScoTTpaLs, Pa., April 18.—The coke region 
is again the scene of lawlessness and excite- 
ment is at fever heat. Last nighta band of 
100 strikers assaulted the Lesinring No. 2 
plant of the Frick Coke Co. Shots were ex- 
changed and foratimethe fight waged fu- 
riously. The guards held their ground and 
finally compelled the mod to beat a retreat, 
but not until one ot the deputies was danger- 
ously injured and it is thought cannot re- 
cover, 

Sheriff McCormick up to this time bas been 
trying to deal patiently with the lawless ele- 
ment and to avoid if ‘possible being charged 
with using undue authority, but to-day he has 
about concluded to surrender and call on the 
Governor for State troops. His deputies’ 
lives have been placed in peri] a number ot 
times during the past two or three days. A 
call for troops will Mkely be made this after- 
noon. 

At the office of the Frick and McClure com- 
panies, word was given out thata few more 
men reported for work this morning ata 
number of the plants now running and that 
the shipment of coke will be increased a few 
cars. 

The various meetings held by the labor 
leaders seem to have no effect, at least, not 
getting any of the men at work 
to quit. Master Workmen Wise 
and Hayes returned from the Whit- 
ney and Lippencott works near Latrobe last 
hight where they held meetings yesterday, 
They are greatly depressed over their failure 
to accomplish anything. The men yet re- 
maining out demanded that those at work be 
brought out, and the Italians driven away 
within two days, or all the men would claim 
their jobs. The situation with the leaders is 
becoming painfully serious, and looks more 
like defeat every day. 

ABMED WITH WINCHESTERS, 

MOUNT PLEASANT, Pa., April 18.—Fifty-two 
Deputy Sheriffs, commanded by Sheriff Claw- 
son, alarmed with Winchester rifles, were 
stationed at the Morewood Works this morn 
ing. The force of workmen were much 
smaller to-day. The strikers were out all 
night beating drums. 

THEY USED DYNAMITE. 

UnionTows, Fa., April 18.—The withdrawal 
of troops from the coke region is followed by 
very threatening rumors from this end of the 
region, At 2 o’clock this morning unknown 
parties, presumably strikers, by the use of 
dynamite, blew the bottom out of the large 
water tank atthe Kyle Works. The burning 
coke could not be wateredin the ovens and 
was a total loss. 

POWDERLY’S BITTER ATTACK. 

NEW YORK, April 18.—General Master Work 
man T. v. Powderly of the Knights of Labor 
makes a flerce attack on the Board of Arbitra- 
tion of this State inthis week’s issue of the 
official journal ofthe order. After speaking 
of the lockout of Knights by the clothing 
manufacturers of Rochester and the remark- 
able hurry evinced by the Board of Arbitra- 
tidn in inquiring into it, he says the board is 
made up of men who are actuated more by 
malice and spite than by a sense of justice, 
and that the longer continuance of sucha 
body in power is dangerous to all interests. 

In conclusion, Mr. Powderly says that it 
may be as well understood first as last, That 
there will be no end to organization, in fact 
no peace until workmen are treated as equals 
before the law. 


THE SILK MILLS STRIKE. 

NEWARK, N. J., April 18.—Senator Howard 
ofthe National Spinners’ Association hada 
conference with the managers of the Clark 
Mills yesterday at which the managers in- 
formed him that the strike had long since 
ended to them and they had all the hands they 
wanted. There ig no chance that the mill 
owers will maké any concessions whatever to 
the men. 


MUST SIGN AWAY THEIR RIGHTS. 

BRAZIL, Ind., April 18.—The miners of this 
section held an immense mass meeting here 
to-day to confer with the operators regarding 
the scale for the coming year. Operators in 
formed the miners that they must accept last 
year’s scale and individually sign a waiver of 
their rights under the eight-hour law, and 
under the law requiring coal to be weighed 
before screening. The miners have not yet 
determined what course to pursue. 


IMPORTING MEN FROM CANADA. 

TORONTO, April 18.—The presence of several 
agents who are at present in Toronto engag- 
ing workmen in the building trades to goto 
Chicago contrary to the allen contract labor 
law of the United States was the subjeet 
of discussion at a meeting of Trade and Labor 
Council last night. It was stated by one del- 
gate that posters had been used here calling 
for 5300 men to go to Chicago and another 
stated that he had spoken to one of these 
agents who was anxious to secure 280 men to 
go to Chicago,offering to pay their fare and to 
guarantee them good wages. he matter 
will be brought before the American Consul 
in this city. 


WE EAT TOO MUCH. 


An Observer Points Out an American Bad 
Habit. 


An intelligent and close observer says the 
majority of people eat about a third too 
much.

eating are especially dangerous. As func- 
tiona ence hi | lessens with increasing years 
the supply of food should be decreased ac- 
cordingly. The hardiest races live on the 
simplest fare. fey me in diet—1. e., a 
minimum amount of the right quality—serves 
far more certainly to prolong life, insure 
heath and well being than a rich abundance 
and variety, which is accountable in a large 
measure for the il) health and dissatisfaction 
of the present time.

THE WARRING WOMEN. 


LOUIS LADIES STILL DISOUSSING 
MISS COUZINS’ FIGHT, 


Mrs. Joseph James Defends the Action of 
the Doughty Little Secretary — How 
Mise Cousins Secured the Position— 
Other Views of the Trouble, 


Nov that the true nature of the quarrel be- 
tween Miss Pha@be Cousins and the execu- 
tive committee of the Board of Lady Man - 
agers is becoming clear to the ladies of St. 
Louis, some of them are rallying to the 
doughty little secretary's support. These 
ladies say Miss Cousins“ ight is not caused by 
any personal ili-feeling against Mrs. Potter 
Palmer, for everything tends to show that 
the warmest friendship has existed between 
the ladies upto only afew days ago, but that 
it is a war dy the st. Louis lady 
against too much power being vested 
inthe President and Executive Committee, 
The quarrel, however, is greatly deplored by 
the ladies generally, as thisis the first time 
the National Government has ever recognized 
women Officially on a large scale, and for 
them to act in this manner will, itis believed, 
give a decided setback to the Cause of wom- 
an’s rights. 

Mrs, Joseph James, a warm personal friend 
of Miss Cousins anda member of the Board 
of Lady Managers, was seen by a Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter this morning and expressed 
herself as follows: 

„1 do not believe Miss Cousins has been 
legally ejected from the office of Secretary, 
since the Executive Committee which was 
appointed by the President, Mrs. Potter 
Palmer, and is composed mostly of personal 
friends of hers, has no authority, in my 
opinion, to remove an officer whohas been 
fairly elected by the entire board. I think 
that it takes a majority of the entire board 
to do such a thing, and 1 be- 
lieve you will find that sentiment 
echoed by all Miss Cougins’ friends. 
I received a letter only the other day from a 
New York member of the board informing 
me that ifthe board, or rather the few lady 
managers who comprise the Executive Com- 
mittee, persisted in treating Miss Couzins as 
they did, that Néw York would take no in- 
terestin the Fair at all. I remember the 
incident well which practically secured 
Miss Cougins’ election when everything 
looked favorable for Mrs. Cock. This en- 
deared Miss Couzins so to the hearts of many 
of the members that they will without doubt 
be stanch and true to her until the fight is 
finally decided. On the day of the election 
of officers the greatest confusion prevailed in 
the board, and it finally became so bad that 
the ladies lost all track of motions 
or questions and were rendered 
practically helpless so that they didn’t 
know what to do, when Miss Cousins arose, 
and tna few minutes succeeded in bringing 
the meeting to order and placed the board 
once more in running order. It was her 
clear head and excellent judgment in this, I 
believe, which secured her the election to the 
office of secretary and won her many friends 
from the opposition.’’ 

MRS. MINOR’S VIEWS. 

‘*A mistaken impression has gone out that 
I have said that I would oppose a mass meet- 
ing of ladies to indorse Miss Cousins if su®ha 
meeting were called,’’ explained Mrs, Vir- 
ginia L. Minor to-day. ‘‘I would have no 
right to oppose sucha meeting, if other la- 
dies chose to call it. I would take no part 
in such a meeting if one were talled, 
however, for I know nothing of the 
merits of the so-called ‘quarrel,’ and it 
would be impertinentin me to express an 
opinion aboutit. Asarule I suppose it is 
generally understood to be the right of every 
organization of that kind to change, as well 
as to elect its officers, and that it is the duty 
of the secretary to submit the minutes of 
each meeting tothe body for approval, be- 
fore making them a matter of record. The 
question of suffrage is not involved in it, nor 
have suffragists, as such, anything to do with 
he 

Mrs. Annie Y. Swart, one ot the Missouri 
alternates, was seriously disturbed to-day 
over a criticism attributed to her, denounc- 
ing the removal of Miss Couzins as a fraud. 
Mrs. Swart is a friend of Miss Couzins and 
generous in her praise of that lady’s ability, 
but she has not passed any criticism on the 
action in Miss Cousins case, because she has 
no accurate information as to the merits of 
the dispute, Her only expression, meant in 
equal kindness to both parties,is a regret that 
the differences have arisen.

COCKRELL’S LUCK. 

Speaking of Francis’ prospect of beat- 
ing COcKRELL for the Senate, a Misgouri 
editor says he is wealthy and has not been 
afraid to spend his money in politics. This 
idea seems to spring from the fact that he 
has épent a good deal of the State’s money 
for electioneering purposes. A good many 
thousand dollars of coal oil inspection 
fees which ought to have gone into the 
State Treasury have been spent that way, 
not to mention direct appropriations, nom- 
inally for State purposes. 

Money and the Governor’s supposed 
‘fecontrol of the party’s machinery’’ may 
effect a combination with President HALL 
of the Farmers’ Alliance, and may even 
make the latter the Demderatic nominee 
for Governor, but it will take something 
more than money and sharp trading to 
down Franx CocKRELL. It may be as easy 
to buy the officers of the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance as the city bosses of a party machine, 
but the voters are numerous and not for 
sale. A political combination of the sup- 
posed boss of the farmers’ movement with 
a half-fledged professor of the modern 
science of mixing speculation in railroad 
charters with politics, should strike the 
farmers asa combination of the Puritan 
with the blackleg—a sort of Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde arrangement. 

In a contest with such an opposition 
CocKRELL would be invincible, It is the very 
thing he needs to develop his real strength 
and confirm his hold on the people. They 
know very well that he does not spend any 
money on his elections and does not form 
any such combinations. Moreover, they 
are rather proud of Missouri’s traditional 
preference for Senators who are not very 
wealthy or famous for spending their 
money in politics.

Balmaceda Pressed to the Wall by the 
Chilian Insurgents, 


TERRIBLE SLAUGHTER IN THE BATTLE 
OF POO DE ALM ONTE. 


The Wounded Bayoneted to Death and No 
Quarter Shown—Guns of the Fortress 
at Valparaiso Spiked by the Rebels— 
That City Expected to Fall Soon—Great 
Distress. 


New Tonk, April 18.~Writing under date of 
March 18, a Correspondent at Santiago de 
Chili says: I dave just come from the De- 
partment of War, where I was able to obtain 
all the facts relative to the second battle of 
Poso de Almonte, which as yet had not been 
made public. At Valparaiso the rebels, in 
the dead of night, spiked all the guns of the 
fortress Los Andes and captured the trans- 
port Maipu without fring a gun or losing a 
man. In Poso de Almonte the loyal troops 
were defeated, over 1,700 of their number 
dead, 1,500 wounded and 1,000 prisoners. All 
the guns and artillery parks in the 
North are in the hands of the 
insurgents, and every steamer chartered 
by the Government to bring arms 
has been invariably captured by the insur- 
gents. The officials of the several depart- 
ments are very loth about giving any 
information whatever to the press, in fact 
they do not allow asingle newspaper to be 
published which does not favor the Govern- 
ment in its reports of battles. Many cable- 
grams sent out from here to the effect that 
the Government has won such and sucha 
battle are all ‘‘doctored.’’ After the first 
battle of Poso de Almonte, the forces under 
the command of Col. Gana, Arrate, and 
Robles united and took a position on the hills 
just a few miles back of the former battle 
ground. Here the first care of the commanda- 
in-chief, Col. Robles, was to destroy the rail- 
road in order to prevent reinforcements being 
sent to the revolutionists from Pisagua. The 
battle began in the morning. At daybreak 
the loyal troops occupied all the heights of 
the Sebastopol Hils. The insurgent army 
under Gen. Urrutia took up positions on the 
hills to the right and left of the Sebastopol 
Hills, and heavy guns were brought from 
Iquigque and placed in such a position as to 
give the Government forées the benefit of a 
crossfire. The rebels used the Moles Station 
as their center. 

THE BATTLE SCENE. 

The battle began at about 7:80 in the morn- 
ing, and for three hours the artillery belched 
forth death and destruction. The range of 
the rebel guns was greater than that of the 
Government forces, and, as a consequence, 
Cal. Robles detached a regiment of cavalry 
to attack the rebels on the right, while two 
regiments of infantry stormed the nearest 
battery, which consisted of four powerful 
Krupp guns, and then flercely attacked the 
infantry, which was formed in squares walit- 


ing to regeive them. Four times did they at- 
tempt to k the square and four times 
they were re At last, seeing nearly 


half their men dead, they retired. The fire 
of the infantry and one of the batteries was 
then directed toward them, and at every dis- 
charge whole ranks of men would be seen to 
go down in an indistinguishable mass of men 
and horses. Whilethis was going on atthe 
right, the infantry detached to storm 
and capture the battery on tho 
extreme left was suffering a still 
more terrible fate. Steadily and without 
wavering, although the fire from the battery 
and infantry was thinning their ranks, came 
the infantry. All of asudden a shout was 
heard to the right, and there, making 
straight for them, was a regiment of cavalry. 
They had hardly recovered from this when a 
look to the left revealed another detachment 
ofcavalry coming at them. Before they had 
time to form or prepare themselves they 
were attacked on all sides and cut to pieces. 
No mercy was shown, no quarter given. Not 
beingable toresist thisterrible onslaught, 
the infantry turned tall and fledtoward the 
hills. Even there they did not escape. After 
them came the cavalrymen, cutting them 
down, and from afar the guns of the battery 
showered grape and canister, dealing death 
among their ranks. Never was such a 
slaughter witnessed. Only One-half of the 
men remained. After holding the hills for an 
hour longer, the Government forces with- 
drew to the Pampas of Poso de Almonte, 
closely followed by the rebel troops. 
A FEARFUL SLAUGHTER, 

Here, after an hour’s fighting, the rebel 
troops managed, after a desperate struggle, 
to turn their fank and then a butchery be- 
gan. Encircled by batteries of gatling guns 
and light mountain artillery and the con- 
stant fire of the troops, the Government 
forces were desperate. Half a dozen times 
they tried to break through the circle of 
death, but all to no account, for the pitiless 
guns drove them back. At last the long ex- 
pected order came. Gen. Urrutia standing 
upin his stirrups and waving his sword, 
shouted: ‘‘Aeliosala baitoenta’’ (Charge 
bayonets atthem). Like a horde of wild ani- 
mals leaping at their prey did the rebels at- 
tack the Government forces. From all sides 
they came. The man who once fell was dead. 
No mercy was shown him. He was bayonet- 
ed to death although he might have been al - 
ready so wounded as to disabie him from 
fighting. Like butchers hacking at a piece 
of beef did the rebels hack at their enemies. 
Old men, young men, it mattered not, all 
were sacrificed, all were killed. 

The officers fell fighting at the heads of 
their commands. At the beginning of the 
battle Col. Robles was shot in the foot and 
the officers of his staff asked him not to ex- 
pose himself any more than was necessary. 
During the afternoon he was again wounded 
in the thorax and he was carried to the am- 
bulance, from where he directed the 
maneuvers of the army. He was informed 
that Gen. Urrutia had given the order to 
charge, to which he replied, ‘‘Well, fight; 
fight todeath.’’ When the rebels charged he 
was surrounded by wounded men, surgeons 
and several officers of his staff. The rebel 
soldiers came on and bayoneted right and 
left. The cavalry reached the ambulance 
first and in the mad rush overturned it. Col. 
Robles was bayoneted to death and of those 
who surrounded his resting place not one 
escaped with his life. All 
ered. It was now about 6 p. m., 
and night was coming on. Upon com- 
ing up it was found that of the rebel 
troops 800 meh were killed and #0 were 
wounded more or less seriously, Next morn- 
ing the loss of the Government counted, 
and it appeared that 1,756 were Killed, 1,854 
wounded more or less seriously and over 1,000 
prisoners were taken. The official Govern. 
ment press are very bitter in the description 
of what they call the unwarranted butch.

‘SPIKED THE GuES. 

The rebels have giyen the Government 
forces at Valparaiso one of the greatest sur- 
prises that can be imagined. They spiked all 
the guns of the Los Andes fortress. The plan 
was prepared and successfully executea by 
Garcia Valdivieso, the chief of one of the 
rebel cruisers. On the night of the lith of 


March an order was given from the flag ship 
to the effect that no reply should be given to

the fire from the land batteries. That night 
was a litgle hazy and just suited to the fulfil- 
ment of the plan. Mr. Valdevieso pickéd out 
fifty men from the regiments of heavy artil- 
lery and then embarked in two ofthe steam 
Jaunches, They p down the coast 
for about two miles and disembarked, Every 
gun in the fortress was spiked; not a single 
one was overlooked. The job was done in a 
little over three hours and done neatly. This 
being finished the men boarded boats and 
rowed out to the Government transport 
Maippu and captured it. Garcia Valdivieso

From private sources it is learned that the 
revolutiGnists are perfecting all their plans 
and preparing their artillery in order to be- 
gin their march southward, The Govern- 
ment Officials deny this, but nevertheless 
several new regiments have been formed and 
the drilling has been begun in earnest. The 
fortifications are being thoroughly over- 
hauled in this city and in several weak points 
have been strengthened and new works 
added. The rebels, itis known, have fully 
8,000 men fully armed and well disciplined, 
and sixty pieces of artillery, besides one bat- 
tery of Gatling guns. They are well supplied 
with provisions and ammunition, and the 
news that they have started on their down- 
ward march is dally expected. It is supposed 
by many that the fleet will wait until the 
troops reach the vicinity of Valparaiso and 
then a combined assault will be made as at 
Iqulque. 

THE END I8 NEAR. 

The Government are forcing into the mil 
tary service every man they can lay their 
hands on, and in many instances violence has 
been used. The end of this fratricidal war is 
near at hand. Demoraliged by the recent de- 
feats and without any prestige, Balmaceda 
says that he is gradually being forced to the 
wall. He has made a new issue of $8,000,000 
paper money, and issued an order hy which 
nobody is allowed to leave the country. In 
several instances, notably near the Argen- 
tine frontier, tourists have been stopped by 
the Chillan guards and thrown into prison. 
Starvation and misery have assumed alarm- 
ing proportions, Not only in the country, 
but in this city and in Valparaiso, the scenes 
witnessed are horrible. Men, women and 
children are crying for bread. In spite of all 
the Ministers and Consuls want to do for 
them they are powerless, for they have no 
means with which to feed so many hungry 
men and women. Public health is a thing 
unknown here. The only way that provis- 
ions are brought here and to Valparaiso is by 
steamers of the coast trade. These steamers 
have all stopped running, for their owners 
do not care to have them taken as prizes by 
the rebels and converted into warships. 

Thousands of copies of the proclamation 
issued by the Admiral of the fleet to the rebel 
army and navy have been circulated in Val- 
paraiso, and the policeare unable to find how 
or where they were printed. A telegram to 
this city from Buenos Ayres states that the 
three Chilian ships which were in the harbor 
left for Valparaiso on the 15th of March. The 
Argentine Republic has sent an extra force of 
soldiers to guard the mountain passes 
through which most of the traffic with Chili 
is made. This is to prevent arms and ammuni- 
tion being smugled into the Chilian territory 
either by the rebels or by the Government 
forces. The consular and diplomatic corps 
in a body have protested against the continu- 
ance of the present civil war as being against 
all principles of humanity and a fratricidal 
war, whereby the interests and rights of 
their respective citizens, were violated and 
completely disregarded. A man who was be- 
lieved to be faithful tothe Government has 
deserted the loyal cause. He is Dr. Floren- 
cio Fieno, Minister of Chili at Rio Janeiro. 
The desertion of this diplomat from the Gov- 
ernment cause will hurt the Balmacedists 
more than one would imagine, for this gen- 
tleman has a large following in Chili, and it 
may be possible that they will bolt from the 
Government cause and join the insurgents. 

THE NEXT STRUGGLE. 

All interest now centers in Valparaiso, 
where, no doubt, another bloody battle will 
occur. I have found out that the Govern- 
ment has been of late buying a large quanti- 
ty of arms and ammunition and having them 
sont to Panama. From this city they would 
be brought down by the coast steamers 
as freight, consigned, as in the regular way, 
to some rm in Valparaiso. inthis way they 
intended to smuggle them in, but the insur- 
gents were toocute for them. The steamer 
Pizarro left Panama and as it arrived just off 
the bay of Valparaiso it was stopped by one 
of the rebel cruisers. A search was at once 
made of the ship and stored away in the bot- 
tom of the hold were found twenty mitral- 
leuses and 5,00 boxes of rifle cartridges. 
Under the protection of the Government 
cruiser the arms andammunition were trans- 
ported to the rebel vessel, where they will no 
doubt be greatly appreciated. With the sec- 
ond battle of Poso De Almonte, the rebels re- 
main in absolute control of the Northern 
provinces and have nothing to hinder them 
from preparing their southern expedition. 
Dr. Ricardo Hureado has been appointed 
to the Ministry of Foreign Relations, 
left vacant by Mr. Vicuna. At Caldera, Mell 
pilla and Huazes, the garrisons deserted and 
went over to the rebel forces. This isa blow 
to Balmaceda, as he had senta large amount 
of arms and ammunition to Caldera,as it was 
anticipated that that was the next place the 
rebels would attack. Two regt zents of in- 
fantry, one of cavalry and a battery of light 
artillery, which had been sent to reinforce 
Col. Robles, when the news offthe first battle 
reached the war department, had to march 
through the desert and swamps for over 
seventy leagues. The officers and soldiers 
were exhausted and weak from the continual 
exposure toa broiling sun. With little food 
and less water they had totramp their way 
for fifteen days through the disease-breeding 
swamps, and then, when they emerged again 
on dry land, they were met by Gen. Urrutia 
and his army, who called upon them to sur- 
render. At the same time the defeat and 
death of Robles was told them, and the sol- 
diers resolved to go over to the rebel cause, 
Col. Charmes, the commander, and several 
of his officers, refused to desert, and will be 
sent back to this city on parole. 

The rebel cruisers captured two more of the 
government’s transports—the Haja and the 
Naipo. This leaves the government only the 
Imperial and another vessel,and this is made 
ofwood, Every merchant vessel ig thor- 
oughly searched and looked into, and tf no 
arms are found she is allowed to go her way 
unmolested,

BERNHARDT AS CLEOPATRA. 


A Heavy Production Redeemed by Art 
and Personal Magnetism. 


The many admirers of poet and dramatist 
Shakspeare found no reason in the produc- 
tion of ‘*‘Cleopatra’’ at the Grand Opera- 
house last evening to shift their admiration 
to dramatist Sardou. 

In his dramatization of the story of Anthony 
and Cleopatra Sardou plays upon a harp with 
asingle string. He departs widely from the 
principle of action and his usual style of 
sharp climaxes and intense situations in 
“Cleopatra.’’ It a panoramic drama, a se- 
ries of living tableaux, in whieh dramatic 
fire and force are suppressed by the stately 
movement of magnificent spectacles. The 
dramatic interest is concentrated upon a 
succession of lovers’ quarrels, in which An- 
tony breaks with Cleopatra and Cleopatra 
wins him back again. 

Nothing except the remarkable skill, artis- 
tic resources and personal magnetism of 
Mme. Bernhardt saved the dramatic element 
of the production from the dead dullness of 
monoteny. The repetition of the motives of 
love and jealousy, and of scenes which called 
for the exercise of seductive fascination and 
the expression of passionate love and anger, 
which, under ordinary circumstances, would 
be a defect and would threaten absolute fall- 
ure, with Bernhardt as Cleopatra must be re- 
garded as an advantage in that it gave the 
artiste an opportunity to work out with the 
subtie skill and elaborate finess of which she 
is mistress in the character of the amorous 
queen. 

Cleopatra isa greater test of her powers 
than La Tosca. The latter is full of intrinsic 
interest and vigor, while the former calls 
upon all the resources of the artiste to main- 
| tain the interest, develop the character and 
express the kaleidescopic moods of the Ser- 
pentofthe Nile. That Bernhardt accom- 
plished all of these objects with wonderful 
power must be admitted. There was not a 
moment in which she was on the stage that she 
failed to command attention or to be interest 
ing. She presented a fascinating study of 
human nature and delineated a conception of 
Cleopatra with a delicacy and force which 
impressed its outlines indelibly upon the 
audience. 

The keynote tothe character is seductive- 
ness. she pictured a Queen who commanded 
by persuasion, who knew the power of sens- 
uous beauty overa passionate man and em- 
ployed all the arts and devices of a charming 
woman to make him and keep him her slaye. 
She was coquettish, passionately amorous or 
willfully imperious as the mood of her lover 
required, The character, of course, was that 
of a wanton, but perhaps the point in which 
Bernhardt’s genius shone as much as any 
other was in her ability to lift the character 
above the plane of the common wanton. 
Her abandon was royal, and she gave sensual 
passion the color of romance. 

The varied charms of the woman and the 
resourceful skill of the artiste were perhaps 
best shown in the fascination scene in the 
first act, the scene in the palace at night, 
where she receives tidings of her absent 
lover, and the meeting with Antony before 
the battle of Acteum. These scenes were 
treated with exquisite taste and skill. In the 
last acta picture of despair and death was 
given which was as vivid and impressive as 
it was artistic. 

Throughout the play the personality of 
Mme. Bernhardt was full of piquant inter- 
est. She was a picture in every scene and 
the voluptuous queen was suggested in every 
feature from the tips of bare pink-tinted toes 
to the gariand crown on her auburn hair. 
Her costumes were dreams of Oriental rich- 
ness and beauty. 

There was little interestin the perform- 
ance outside of Bernhardt’s personal work. 
The Antony of M. Darmont was an intelli- 
gent effort, but was lacking in quiet strength. 
The rest of the support was fairly satisfac- 
tory. , 

The stage production was elaborate and 
magnificent, but the long waits between the 
acts which kept the performance running 
untilafter midnight caused much weariness 
on the part of the audience, 

The theater was packed with a splendid 
audience in all respects and Mme. Bernhardt 
aroused ganthusiasm to a wonderful degree 
considering the nature of the production. 

To-night Jeanne d’Arc’’ will be pro- 
duced for the first time in the United States 
and it will close the Bernhardt engagement 
in this city.

HIGH SCHOOL PLANS 


Complicated Tangle in the Joint Com. 
mittee Over the Designs. 


THE CONSIDERATION SHOWN ARCcHI- 
TECT KIRCHNER CAUSES COMPLAINT. 


The Rash Action of the Board With Re. 
gard to the Polytechnic Plans Makes 
the Committee Timid About Acting on 
the High School Designs—A Rumor 
Concerning the Final Decision. 


If the contract for building the new High 
School is ever awarded it will be after the 
enormous committee which has the matter la 
charge gets out of a pretty complicated 
tangle, Thereare six architects competing 
for the work, and in the contest there 18 a 
personal feeling which runs high and makeg 
afinal awarda dificult and delicate matter, 
A lingering recollection of the Aulerite rule of 
last year makes the committee timid, too,

tion and delay which have caused the present 
tangle. When the plans for the new 
Polytechnic building were to be prepared, 
the Ways and Means and Lands and Leasing 
Committees, acting on a resolution intro. 
duced by Mr. Koénig and passed by 


the board, suggested three = architects 
who were to have been paid $250 each and 
requested to submit plans for the Poly. 


technic, and from those three the board was 
to choose one. The joint committee sug. 
gested the names of 0. J. Wilkeimi,. Alfred 
L. Baker and Ernest C. Janssen. Mr. Rogers, 
then a member of the board, moved to amend 
the resolution and tn place of the three nameg 
substitute that of Mr. Isaac s. Taylor. The 
motion was seconded by Mr. Bartholdt and 

irried. Of course Mr. Taylors standing re. 

eved this action of all suspicion, but the 
Aulerites were criticised severely upon the 
principle of the thing, for voting without 
any previous consultation or consideration, 
to award the buiiding of an immense siruct.

A DANGEROUS PRECEDENT. 

When the board determined to build the 
High School the committee in whose care the 
selection ofa design was placed was com- 
posed of the Lands and Leasing, Teachers, 
Ways and Means and Building Committees, 
including nearly the whole board. Plans 
were called for and they were received from 
Isaac 8. Taylor, Thomas Furlong, Alfred I. 
Baker, Alfred P. Hyatt and Albert Knell. 
Then the Kirchner plans were entered, 


though not without objection. Several 
years ago William Kirchner, who 
was at one time architect of 
the board, was instructed to get 
up plans forthe High School. It took hima 


long time and the board paid him $2,500 for 
them, but when they were completed they 
were perfect in every detall. A committee of 
builders subsequently appointed, pronounced 
them the most perfect plans they had ever 
seen. It was estimated that to build the 
school according to those plans would cost 
$300,000. When the joint committee called 


for plans and received the five de- 
signs Mr. Kirchner, who is now in 
Denver, wrote a letter offering to build the 


school according to his original design for 
$210,000 with the tower and without the heat. 
ing apparatus, or for $200,000 without either 


tower or heating apparatus. This proposi. 
tion was objected to and the point 
was raised that Mr. Kirchner had 
submitted no plans; that those he spoke 
of were the property of the School 


Board and he had no right to offer them in 
competition. The joint committee, how- 


ever, overruled this objection and the plans 


were admitted. 
THE EXPERT BUILDERS’ REPORT. 


Messrs. O’Connor, Richardson and Bar- 
stow werethen appointed a committee to 
Select three competent builders to examine 


the plans and make estimates of the costof 
constructing each design. The comunittees 
selected Messrs. Joseph W. Givens, Thomas 
H. Rich and Anderson Bros. and the plans 
were turned over to them, but previously, 
all marks by which they could be identified 
were erased so that the committee did not 
know upon whose plansthey were passing. 
The plans of Mr. Hyattand Mr. Knell were 
rejected by the joint committee because they 
were too expensive and the bullders 
passed upon the cost of the other four and the 
merits of allexcept the Kirchner plans. In 
their report they graded them as follows: 
Taylor’s, first; Furlong’s, second; Baker's, 
third. The estimates of cost were mace after 
the plans had been ‘‘equalized.’’ In one 
certain wood work was to be of yellow pine, 
in another of oak, and the difference tn ma- 
terials would, of course, make a difference in 
the cost, so the bullders adopted uniform 
materials for all the plans and made the estl- 
mates on that basis.

THE SILVER STATE. 


Prospects for an Exceptional Output for 
April and May. 


Last night Chas. 8. Hussey of Leadyilie, 
Colo., arrived in the city and registered at 
the Lindell. Inreply to a question Mr. Hus- 
sey stated: The output of the Colorado 
mines during the next two months is likely to 
be exceptionally large—it its believed larger 
than during the same months for six or 
seven years past. There are several reasons 
forthis. Inthe first place,the snowfall in 
the mountains during the latter part of the 
winter and the early part of the spring was 
exceptionally heavy, in fact, during an ex- 
perience of tweive years in the Colorado 
mountains I never saw anything Uke it. The 
roads leading to all the high camps were 
blocked for weeks, and some of them have 
not been opened yet. The result isthata 
great amount ofore has been accumulated, 
which is Just beginning to come down to the 
smelters. The snow, while it biocked the 
roads, did not materially interfere with the 
working ofthe mines, and, in consequence, 
there ls more ore on the dumps than for many 
years. All this will be sold and turned into 
silver within a short time. Another cause 
for the increased output anticipated is 
the fact that scores of proper- 
ties that have been abandoned are now 
being reopened. In Colorado there are a 
numberof mines that produce large quan- 
titles of ore, but in which the cost of pro- 
duction has slightly exceeded the value of the 
silver. With the present advance in the 
price of the precious metal these mines can 
be worked at a profit,as the great body of ore 
avallable renders operations profitable ona 
very small return to the ton. These prop- 
erties were not opened last fall, as ut was 
deemed best to wait until the winter had 
passed, but this spring there is a great deal 
of activity in many abandoned camps,and the 
output from this source will be very large.

‘A FAULTY SYSTEM. 


Collectors’ Returns From Merchants’ Li- 
censes Still Falling Short. 


NEED FELT FOR A NEW LAW GOVERN- 
ING THIS DEPARTMENT. 


All the Increased Revenue Since June, 
1885, Made Entirely on Saloon Li- 
censes — Where the Main Faults Are 
Found — Deputy Collector Ungar’s Ex- 
planation—City Hall News. 


The Comptroller ot the city has completed 
a tabulated statement of the collections on 
licenses made during the fiscal year ending 
April, 1891. All of these collections are made 
by Collector Zeigenhein and reported to the 

. Comptroller by him. At the end of each fiscal 
year the reports are summed up and a gen- 
eral statement made which is embodied in 
the Comptroller's annual report to the 
Mayor. The totals show an increase of 
$50,091.72 over the collections of last year. 

As a Whole, it makes avery pretty show- 
ing, but an examination of the items and the 
figures shows that instead of a proportionate 
increase over former years on some accounts 
there are decreases. 

Two simple comparisons of plain figures will 
show the whole thing. The total collections 
for the year ending 1891, are $1,346,429.65. The 
total collections for the year ending 1555, are 
$1,084,714.89, giving an increase of $261, . 
714.76 in favor of the collections of 
the year ending 1691. This isthe first 
set of figures. The dramshops paid in 
the year ending 1891, $800,141.64. Inthe year 
ending 1888 they paid $515,244.41, making an 
increase of $254,897.28 in favor of 1891. This 
pretty increase is due to the fact that the 
saloon licenses were more than doubled 
at the beginning of 1886 and the increase is 
due entirely tothat fact. This being the case 
the showing of 1891 is very pooras the in- 
crease in saloon licenses alone is more by 
$23,182.47 than the entire increase in 1891 over 
1885. 

The statement furnished by Comptroller 
Stevenson shows the following items and the 
amounts set down under the column of 1891. 
The figures under the column 189 are taken 
from last year’s official *

A few more comparisons will show just ex- 
actly how the situation is to-day. 

This year’s report shows commission mer- 
chants $17,961.75. The report of 1885 shows, 
commission merchants, $22,972. 

This year’s report shows ‘‘dogs’’ $10,012.73. 
The report of $1885 shows for the same item 
$11,949.16. 

This year’s report credits manufacturers 
with $128 644.38. Beginning with 1882,nearly ten 
years ago, the figures for the same itemsare: 
1882, $192,253.81; 1883, $186,614.22; 1884, $190,969.76; 
1885, $183,836.18; 1886, $160,062.95; 1887, $157,- 
641.28. In other words, for four years, begin- 
ning with 1882, the collections for merchants 
were greater than they are to-day. 

The report of 1891 credits peddlers and 
hawkers with $11,393.75; in 1883 the returns 
showed $12,458.74; in 1884, $13,933.92; in 1885, 
$15,023.78; in 1888, $14,853.94; in 1887, $15,219.87; 
in 1888, $14,027.88, and in 1889, $12,267.68. In 
1890, Collector Zeigenhein’s first year, it 
dropped to $9,788.93. 

Comptroller Stevenson gives no reasons 
why these things are and the Collector's of- 
fice seems to beata loss for explanations 
also. From the figures it would seem thatthe 
mercantile business in St. Louis was going to 
rack and ruin, or else the returns made are 
false. It must be one or the other. 

What the present administration will do to 
right the wrongs in the Collector's office no 
one can exactly tell, although Mayor Noonan 
has said that he would look intothe matter 
and have something to sayin his message 
about it. 

_ THE COLLECTOR'S EXPLANATION. 

Chief Deputy Collector Carl Ungar was seen 
at the Collector's office, and said: 

Mo have done all that we could under the 
circumstances, but it has not been much. 
When a wagon starts down hill, you must 
first stop it and then start it up again. This 
is just what we have been trying to do. 
It is a fact that in merchants’ licenses 
we are not collecting as much as we 
were five or six years ago, and the fault is 
entirely in the system, and we cannot help 
it. Toillustrate whatI mean, you come in 
here and say you are a merchant and want to 
pay your license. I ask you what your sales 
were the first quarter. You say $4,000. I put 
itdown. The next quarter you say is $4,000, 
the next $5,000, and the last Is $6,000, making 
a total of $18,000 for the year, and your u- 
cense then is $18. Lou are willing to swear 
that the amounts given of your sales are cor- 
rect and I must take your return as you give 
it. Ihave no recourse, and thatis why we 
donot get more money. If the merchants 
made their returns as they should our 
revenue from that source alone would be 
alf a million dollars. There should be a 
regular system of assessment es- 
tablished and the licenses collected 
on that basis, and that is the only way that 
the thing can be done. Now that the law 
has been in existence for some time they be- 
gin to disregard it, and pay less and less at- 
tention toit. I have caught several people 
making false returns, and in those cases 
made them change them to the right figures, 
but I suppose there have been hundreds and 
hundreds of cases we did not catch at all, 
and where not one-fourth of the license that 
should be paid was received,’’ 

Mr. Ungar has been collecting information 
about the systems in other cities, which he 
will have in shape shortly. 
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The New Street Sweeper. 


The street Department is experimenting 
this afternoon with a new sweep- 
ing machine for asphalt streets. It 
is a peculiar-looking arrangement 
with heavy canvas curtains on all sides and 
boxed in on the top and the object isto 
sweep the asphalt streets without ralis- 
ing much dust, The canvas curtains 
cover the sides and extend down 
tothe street. Commissioner Murphy hopes 
that this machine will do away with 
the necessity of drenching the streets 
before they are swept. The old machines 
always raisea heavy dust unless the streets 
are thoroughly drenched. Assistant Super- 
intendent Downs ofthe Street Sweeping De. 
partment took the machine out to-day and 
ran it up and down Lucas place from Four- 
teenth to Sixteenth streets several times. 
The street had not deen = sprinkled 
for several hours and was quite 
dusty, yet the machine swept it neatly 
without raising any more dust than 
a passing vehicle would 5 
The department inends to 
a light sprinkling arrangement ahead of the 
machine to throw a spray about the size 
thrown out by a Gordon sprinkler. With this 
the department hopes to run the machine 
without causing a particle of dust and at the 
same time obviating the necessity of 
drenching the streets and making them as 


slippery as glass.

SPRING HOUSE-CLEANING. 


Particular Attention Should Be Paid to 
the Bedroom and Draperies. 

With spring house-cleaning in the near 
future, it is time to think of the doing over of 
certain rooms, One ot the most prominent 
in the household for its importance to the 
health of the family is the bedroom. Heavy 


draperies, massive upholstered furniture, all 
furnishings that hold aust permanently are 
out of place in this room, which should be 
the easiest in the house to clean, says the 
New York Times. A ¢hintz-covered lounge. 
which is really a long wooden box padded, 1 
avery useful article of bedroom — 
The seat can be raised, and in the long cam- 
bric-lined receptacle, laundered dresses, tea- } 
gowns or any similar garments may be kept. 
a plush or a ny unwashable bed cover- 
s are vulgar and unsuitable “Any authority 
he contrary notwithstanding. Lace ones 
4. not much better, although t lese may de 
— gece in some expensive and carefully 
ept rooms. The most ambitious house- 
. however, may safely use a nne Mar- 
seilles spread. which is still the most appro- 
priate covering to be had. 

It is not everydody who can make a bed 
well. Most servants produce poor results in 
this respects. Beds should be stripped ofall 
belongings and left to air thorough Don’t, 
however, leave a window open irectly upon 
the bed and linen with a fog or rain prevall- 
ing outside. It is not uncommon to see sheets 
and bedding hanging outof a window with, 
perhaps. rain not actually falling, but with 

per cent of humidity in the atmosphere, 
and the person sleeping in that bed at night 
wonders the next day where he got his cold. 
A room may be aired in moist weather, but 
the bedding and bed must not absorb any 
dampness. 

Most tidy housekeepers have mattress — 
of linen or chintz, something ever 
should have, if possible. Mattress pads ro 
valuable, too, particularly where the luxury 
of a hair mattress may not be indulged in, 
Those covered with cheesecloth are best be- 
cause easiest laundered. They should be the 
width of the bed and about half its length. 
They are not difficult to make, need to be only 
slightly quilted, and should’ have a double 
layer of good cotton. In making a bed see 
that the first sheet is well tucked in sepa- 
rately. Careless maids neglect this, with the 
result that when the bed is opened it is torn 
to pieces. The second sheet should reach to 
the head of the bed, the blankets only to the 
shoulder line of the occupants, the white 
Spread, like the sheet, again to the head. 

The pillow roll, really a long bolster shirred 
at each end, has nearly suppressed pillows 
and the former flat bolster. Some house- 
keepers prefer four small pillows in plain 
linen cases. Over these for day use are drewn 
fine cambric cases with long ends, lace 
trimmed. Such are slipped off at night, leav- 
ing a pile of small —" to be used as the 
Sleeper prefers. Many fashionable women 
discard all head lifters at night save a small, 
— hard hair pillow—because, forsooth, a 

downy nest for the face at night, it is said,

AN INGENIOUS BOSTONIAN. 


Electricity for Home Use Drawn From a 
Leaky Street Car Wire. 


From the Boston Post. 

There is one man in Boston to whom the 
West End Railway Co. is a great Convenience, 
outside of the advantages he derives from 
the organization in the way of transporta- 
tion. This worthy citizen resides in the Rox- 
bury district, and almost directly in front of 
his dwelling is one of the large iron guy posts 
which supports che trolley wire. Now, it is a 
well-known fact that the overhead system of 


the West End Co. is so constructed that a 
large amount of the electricity generated at 
the different power stations is lost before it 
reaches the point where it performs its work 
by reason of defective insulation. This is 
caused by leakage of the current down the 
wet poles whenever thereisrain, or indeed 
to a large extent when there is moisture in 
the atmosphere. It is estimated that over 50 
per cent of the current generated goes to 
waste, and what is more, the company has 
tried in vain to remedy the trouble. 

Now, the ingenious citizen above referred 
to was one * handling the water pipe 
which runs into his house, and was surprised 
at receiving quite a severe shock. This led 
him to investigate, and he discovered that 
the water pipe entered the building very 
near the guy post of the electric railwa 
Here was an opportunity notto be lost. I 6 
purchased some storage batteries and, after 
making some experiments, which he was en- 
abled to do by a limited knowledge of electri- 
cal science, he proceeded to equip his house 
with wires, lamps and other contrivances. 
He then connected his storage battery 
with the electrified water Dipe, and he 
soon had the battery fully char From 
the battery he lights his house J top to 
bottom, and in the morning, before going 
down to business, he simply turns on the 
water-pipe connection, and when night 
comes the battery is ready for its evening’s 
work. Hehas been so lighting his dwelling 
for some time, at no inconvenience or ex- 
pense, and in addition he operates an electric 
lan, asystem of call bells and a burglar 
alarm. 

The West End people are by no means ig- 
norant of the fact, but asthe electricity thus 
used would otherwise be wasted, and as the 
company is in no way affected by the draught 
upon its dynamos, the clever scheme is not 
interfered with, There isat least one man 
in Boston who considers the overhead electric 
system a grand good thing.

CHARGED WITH BIGAMY. 


A\WOMAN WHO CLAIMS TO BE PATRICK 
GRADY’S FIRST WIFE. 


Says That He Deserted Her in Ireland 
Thirty-Five Years Ago—Now Sues for 
Maintenance and $5,000—Dr. Pinckney 


French Charged With Malpractice. 


A suit for $5,000 and maintenance was 
brought in the State Circuit this morning 
against Patrick Grady by his first wife, Mrs. 
Mary Grady, a resident of Louisburgh, Parish 
of Kilgreever, County Mayo, Ireland, the 
petition ding signed for her by Mr. Thos 
Morris under power of attorney. Mrs. 
Grady claims that she was lawfully mar- 
ried to Patrick at Louisburgh, County Mayo, 
Ireland, on thé 24th of January, 1854; that in 
the following June he emigrated to America, 
telling her that he would send for her in a 
short time; that for about a year he wrote 
to her and held out promises of sending for 
her soon, and since then she has failed to 
hear from him; that she became the mother 
of a little girl a few months after. he left her, 
and that to support herself and child she 
borrowed money at different times from her 
relatives and friends in County Mayo, ex- 
pecting all the time to hear again from her 
husband, and that he would liquidate her 
debts; and also that these debts amount 
now, with thirty-five years’ interest added, 
ot $5,000. She has received information that 
her husband is living in st. Louis, America, 
and is owner of a house and lot at 2617 Dick- 
son street, and another lot on Goode avenue 
valued at $6, 000, and she therefore prays the 
court to compel her husband to pay her 
County Mayo debts and also to pay her annu- 
ally for her maintenance and supporta sum 
to be fixed by the court. 

Mrs. Grady claims that Patrick is still her 
lawful husband, and that if he has a second 
wife he has committed bigamy. He could 
not, she claims, have obtained a divorce 
from her, except by fraud and perjury, and 
that the divorce, if one was obtained, was 
legal and his second marriage also illegal 
in consequence, 

Mr. Grady hasa wife and children living 
here in st. Louis, and says that the plaintiff 
in this suit has no claim on him whatever. 


Must Pay Alimony. 


In the divorce suit of Mrs. Rose Ferguson 
against her husband, Dr. James R. Ferguson, 
the dentist at 1100 Washington avenue, Judge 
Witbrow yesterday ordered defendant to 
pay plaintiff $50 within five days and $20 a 
month alimony until further ordered, The 
suit for divorce is pending in Judge With- 
row’s Court, and will be tried this term. Mr. 
Ferguson sued his Wife for divorce some time 
ago and lost the suit, and then she had him 
fined $50 in the Court of Criminal 
Correction for wife abandonment. 
She also was given the custody of 
their child, a boy 7years old. Her applica- 
tion for divorce is based on charges of deser- 
tion and failure to support herself and child. 
Mrs. Ferguson now keeps a boarding house 
at 1808 Washington avenue. The petition 
states that the defendant has been guilty of 
such conduct as to constitute him a vagrant 
within the meaning of the law respecting 
vagrants in that being an able-bodied mar- 
ried man, he has wholly refused and 
neglected and still refuses and neglects to 
provide for his family. 


Jas. McGuire’s Marital Troubles. 


In the divorce suit of James McGuire against 
his wife, Frances McGuire, testimony was 
heard by Judge Fisher yesterday on a mo- 
tion for allmony pending the suit. The hus- 
band charges his wife with having committed 
adultery with one Wm. Morton and also that 
she deserted himand she also charges him 
with adultery and several other crimes 
scarcely less serious. Mrs. McGuire now 
keeps a boarding-house on Clark avenue and 
her husband is employed at the St. Louis shot 
tower.

AN ILLEGAL CONCERN. 


Proceedings Brought Against the San 
Francisco Public Stock Exchange. 


Saw Francisco, Cal., April 18.—Attorney- 
General Hart has commenced proceedings 
against the San Francisco Public Stock Ex- 
change, in which he asks that the : corpora - 
tion be enjoined from doing business, and 
that its mode of doing business be decreed to 
be illegal and in violation of the law and that 
its charter be forfeited. The complaint sets 
forth that all the bids and offers made in the 
exchange are ‘‘through theagency of what is 
known and called in the by-laws the ‘main 
phonograph’; that no bid or offer is or ever 
will be spoken into the main phonograph to 
be announced; that all the bids and offers 
dictated to the phonograph cylinders to be 
announced by the main phonograph for the 
purpose of purchase or sale, are made by 
person dictating alleged orders without hear- 
ing of other members of the exchange, with- 
out hearing of the public, and without hear- 
ing of any person who may buy or sellin said 
exchange other than the operator. The At- 
torney General alleges that the mode of con- 
ducting the business by the San Francisco 
Public Stock Exchange, and by its members, 
is in violation of the penal @ode of the State 
of California, andin violation of the laws of 
the State of California and the ordinances of 
the city and county of San Francisco against 
conducting lotteries, gambling, and games of 
chance, and is, therefore, illegal and against 
public policy.

GRIFFO WHIPS POWELL. 


BILLY MURPHY’S CONQUEROR STILL THE 
FEATHER-WEIGHT CHAMPION. 


St. Louis Scores Another Victory Over 
Columbus—The Sale of Black Squirrel, 
Jr.—A Chance for a Saddle Horse Show 
at the St. Louis Fair. 


San Francisco, Cal,, April 18.—Australian 
files received by the steamer Monowal give 
long accounts of the feather-weight fight be- 
tween Griffo and Powell in Sydney on March 
12. The meeting created great interest, and 
when the men shook hands in the ring there 
wasan immense assemblage present. The 
betting was 6toé on Griffo. Powell was not 
as strong as he might have been through ha - 
ing trained down too fine. Griffo scaled 119 
pounds and his opponent was halfa pound 
lighter. Powell did more fighting than any 
other man has ever done with Griffo, but 
there was no vim in his blows, and in the 
nineteenth round he was pitiably weak and 
in such evident pain that the referee stopped 
the unequal struggle and awarded the fight 
to Griffo, who must have knocked his plucky 
opponent out in another round. Griffo will 
probably visit America soon. 

SULLIVAN’S TERRIBLE FIGHT. 

Prof. Clark, the well known Philadelphia 
boxing instructor, who is now at Fort Worth, 
Tex., in writing about John L, Sullivan, re- 
calls an incident which shows what hitting 
powers the retired champion once hadand 
gives an idea of the effect the blows had. 
Says Clark: 

ears ago, before Sullivan fought Paddy 
Ryan for the championship of America, I 
made arrangements with him and his man- 
ager, Billy Madden, to ap for one week 
atmy theaterin Philadelphia. The contract 
called for Sullivan to box four rounds with 
any man that I could induce to meet him. 
An offer $50 was made to any 
man Sullivan could not stop in 
fourrounds. This Offer was accepted bya 
heavy-weight from Baltimore, McOarthy by 
name! The contest was billed for Friday 
night. When the night came the the theater 
was packed and jammed. When Sullivan and 
McCarthy were introduced to the audience it 
was announced that McCarthy would receive 
$50 if he stood up before Sullivan four rounds. 
Time was called at 110’clock. Eleven sec- 
onds later McCarthy lay stretched out as if 
he had been shot, Every one thought he was 
dead. Half the audience left the theater on a 
run, taking withthem my summer doors and 
everything in their way. Ithink some of the 
people are still running. I was pever 
so scared in my lite, and the people 
who stayed in the theater were dum- 
founded. McCarthy never moved a muscle 
for twenty minutes, and when I noticed 
aslight tremble of his eyelids I was the hap- 
piest man in Philadelphia. When McCarthy 
came to it was very amusing to hear him ask 
such funny questionsas, ‘‘Mr. Clark, when 
do 1 goon with Sullivan?’’ po I get the $50 
sure if I stay four rounds? Why, Sullivan 
can’t knock me out in twenty-four rounds.’’ 
All this time Sullivan stood near, dressed in 
his street clothes, smoking a cigar, and 
quietly listened to McCarthy as unconcerned 
as if nothing had happened. After the show 
was over I suggested a lunch for a few select 
friends, andit was not until McOarthy com- 
menced to chew ona piece of chicken that he 
realized. He said, ‘‘I wonder what's the 
matter with my jaw? ‘I can’t open my 
mouth.’ When told Sullivan had knocked 
him out he would not believe it, and I think 
he still has doubts of ever having boxed with 
Sullivan. He never knew who or what hit 
him.

ENGLISH CRITICISM.

The club which runs the speculation 
has, as we know, invented a new phase of 
proamateurism, probably the most degraded 
ofall, Show members—thatis to say, per- 
formers who for various considerations enter 
into their service—are not even allowed to 
rank for ordinary social benefits as clubbists. 
They run, or box, or do various things which 
get their names in the pagers as representa- 
tive members, but are no more fully accepted 
and free than is the waterman of a rowing 
club or a cricket club’s groundman. So the 
story goes. Icannot vouch forits accuracy, 
though I more than half believeit. Possibly 
before the coming team does arrive, our 
Amatetr Athletic Association may seé fit to 
inquire into the real status of these half-and- 
half attaches.“

COMMERCIAL CONGRESS. 


A Rather Warm Time Over the Report of 
the Committee on Resolutions—Tariff 
and the Coinage Question—What the 
Conference Accomplished. 


Kansas Crrr, April 18.—The banquet served 
dt the new Coates House last night was a 
fitting closing of a most eventful session of 
the first Commercial Congress of Western 
States. The elegant banquet hall was taste- 
fully decorated. A profusion of rare plants 
and flowers filled every niche of the room. 
Plates were laid for 450 guests and every chair 
was occupied, The banquet was served at 
9:30 o’clock and it was 8 o’clock this 
morning before the hour of departure ar- 
rived,

THE RESOLUTIONS. 

There was much heat shown in the discus- 
sion of the report of the Committee on Res- 
olutions yesterday. The majority report fa- 
vored free and unlimited silver coinage and 
the issuance of a sufficient amount of legal 
tender notes to be redeemable in both gold 
and silver in order to restore an equilibrium 
between money and other products. It also 
favorsa tariff for revenue only and urges 
Congress to pass laws placing the tariff upon 
a purely revenue basis at as early a date as 
practicabie; declares that the interstate 
commerce of the country should be under the 
control of the general Government; favors 
the construction of the Hennepin Canal and 
other waterways, the improvement of the

Mississippi; the equalization of taxes, the 
suppression of trusts and monopolies ; amend- 
ment of immigration laws; the restora- 
tion of ratlroad land grants to the 
public domain; improvement of arid lands; 
and urges the Secretary of Agriculture to ex- 
ert himself towards removing restrictions on 
the foreign meat trade. 

The minority report favored a tariff for 
revenue with incidental protection and the 
free coinage of American gold and silver ona 
basis to be established by an international 
monetary convention, 

A HEATED DEBATE, 

A lively debate followed on the two reports. 
The silver clause in the minority report was 
voted dpwn. 

The minority tariff resolutions were 
urged by E. Ve Smalley in the 
course of a lengthy speech. He said there 
had been too much politics in the convention 
and charged that the convention had been 
packed in the interest of the Democratic 
party. A lively debate followed, during 
which several substitutes and amendments 
were voted down. Gen. Warner’s substitute 
for the tariff resolutions of both reports was 
ruled out of order by President Francis. Mr. 
Grindley of Minnesota then offered a substi- 
tute for the minority report similar to that of 
Gen. Warner, which was adopted. 

WITHDBEW FROM THE CONGRESS. 

An animated wrangle followed during the 
consideration of the minority report as a 
whole. While it was in progress D. 8. 
Crozier, F. M. Johnson and W. A. Barnes of 
the Business Union of St, Paul, withdrew 
from the convention, charging that it was 
only a Democratic meeting, The minority 
report was finally voted down. After an in- 
tensely partizan debate the majority report 
was adopted by a vote of 66 to 55. Mr. Smalley 
of Minnesota then resigned the Chairman- 
ship of the Committee on Resolutions amid 
hisses and groans. The World’s Fair and 
Torrey bankruptcy bill were indorsed and 
the Congress then adjourned to meet at the 
call of the Executive Committee. Before this 
was done, however, it was decided to make 
the Congress a permanent institution to meet 
every two years. ö
